Under today’s date American Minis- 
ter Russell, at Caracas, cabled the state 
department regarding the situation at 
La Guayra and expressing the, general 
belief that the disease there is bubonic 
plague. He says that the Venezuelan 
government taday officially announced 
the existence of a suspicious contagious 
disease at La Guayra, the nature of 
which had not been determined. No 
steamers are touching at the port, 
which has been quarantined for fifteen 
days, and traffic is suspended on the 
railway.

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COTTON AND THE FARMERS’ UNION. 


Attacks upon the efforts of the Farmers’ Union to command a fair and 


‘@ living price for the products of the farmer’s labor are to be expected from 


the future gamblers and their spporters, whose chief aim is prices depres- 
sion; but that they should emanate from the south, where chief interest lies 
in upholding the hands of the producer, is as deplorable as it is unpatriotic. 

Here is an example of this sort of attack, coming from within—a dis- 


patch sent from Memphis to The New York Post: 


it is now beginning to be possible to judge what are to be the results of the 
renewed propaganda for reduction of cotton acreage and maintenance of a 13 
to 15-cent price. There is no more talk of fixing the price. The blow dealt by 
the fall in prices to those who attempted to control it by holding it off the 
market is probably a mortal one, so far as organized effort goes, and it is not 


| tikely that future efforts in this direction will get much following—certainly 


not when such extreme prices are named as were fixed upon this past season. 

True, the producer has suffered as a result of the declining market, but 
he is too well aware of the fact that the causes of that decline proceeded 
from conditions over which neither he nor any one else had any control to 


| despair in future efforts to protect himself by organization and cooperation. 


The combined effects of financial depression and artificial price depres- 
Sion brought about by future manipulation have, unfortunately, been too 
Strong @ combination. 

Had it been price depression by the future gamblers alone with which 
/h@ had to contend, we have no question that, with a crop short of the aver- 

age demand in a good year, the producer would have been victorious in 
| his effort. 

| But the unforeseen and extensively decreased demand for cotton prod- 
ucts became a powerful factor; without wages the consumer could not pur- 
; chase the goods. 

: We fail to see in this any discouraging cause to organization and co- 


‘efforts of the Union to get a fair and reasonable price for the south’s great 
product to contend with when they come to purchase the next seasons crop. 
That the members of the Farmers’ Union will contribute their part in 
the movement to bring back that prosperity which, with restored industrial 
activity, will mean better prices for their products we haven't a doubt. 

With reduced acreage this year followed by a demand next season which 
must increase in proportion as it has just now fallen off, the producer will 
be in a position to command a reasonable price in spite of the future gam- 
bler and his methods. 

It would be the height of folly to throw overboard organized and co. 
operative effort because unforeseen and abnormal conditions have for the 
time seemed to suspend tts beneficent results. 

The Farmers’ Union is not yet ready to commit itself to that folly, despite 
attacks upon it and assertions to the contrary. 

It will move forward unwavering to the accomplishment of its righteous 


and legitimate purpose.

Mr. Rowling Asks Seme Questions. 


Editor Constitution:. Congratulating 
you upon your magnanimous policy of| 
impartiality in printing all the news’ 
and views of both sides of the present 
campaign for governor, regardiess ot 
the campaign of two years ago, I have 
decided to ask you for a few explana- 
tions of your editorial of {8th instant, 
entitled, ‘‘As to the Rights of the Coun- 
try Counties.” 

You refer to the ‘‘constitutional basis” 
of representation in the state legisla- 
ture, which is not questioned by any- 
body. Do you contend that the rules of| 
a democratic primary are matters of 
constitutional law? What has the demo- 
cratic party organization got directly to 
do with constitutional law? 

Do you mean that a constitutional 
amendment would be necessary to 
change a simple party custom? 

Is it not true that the people practi- 
cally sanctioned the change in the dem- 
ocratic method of nominating a gov- 
ernor and state officers two years ago? 
The change from the old county unit 
or delegate system to the system--0- 
majority rule ag recently adopted by the 
State democratic executive committee? 

Is it not merely a matter of party cus- 
tom or party law, rather than a ques- 
tion of constitutional law? 

Do you not think on reflection that 
you have the constitutional law of The 
Atlanta Conetitution slightly jumbled 
and confused, and that you are likely 
to give some of your readers a few mis- 
conceptions of the subject with which 
you are dealing? 

You say the constitutional basis for 
representation in the legislature and the 
new majority rule for democratic prt- 
maries cannot both be rigbt: and, since 
you also say “it ig not question of 
right or propriety,” do you mean to 
question or attack the constitutional 
basis of representation in the state legis- 
lature, or do you mean to attack the 
majerity rule for white democratic pri- 
maries? 

If both cannot be right, which is right? 
Really don’t you think that both could 
be right or both could be wrong; or that 
either could be right and the other 
wrong, according to their merits and deé- 
merits, since legally and morally they 
are wholly unrelated? 

‘Is it not possible that even the consti- 
tutional basis for representation in the 
legislature, having been adopted long 
years ago, and the populations of the cit- 
ies having increased so much more rap- 
idly than the country populations, that 
even the constitutional basis for repre- 
sentation in the legielature is now dis- 
proportionate as applying to the present 
changed conditions? 

And if so, if two wrongs exist, is there 
any reason why one of these wrongs 
should not be righted, as it has been 
righted, merely because  tihe 
tional or legal process of righting the 
other js more tedious? 

Is it not true that the party wrong 
has been righted in a regular and proper 
way’? Is it not true that the county unit 
svstem of delegates to conventions was 
Objectionable to the people of the whole 
state, not so much because that it gave 
the small counties a great advantage as 
because it was manipulated by schem- 
ing politicians for their selfish political 
advantages? 

Do you think it fs patriotie to stir up 
strife between the counties and cities of 
Georgia? 

Do you believe on serious reflection 
that it is even good q@olicy (not to 
mention statesmanship) to appeal to a 
mean spirit of prejudice, spite, envy and 
selfishness which I shope does not exist 
to any considerable extent in either the 
counties or citles of Georgia? 

And besides, do you know that most 
of the men of the cities of Georgia. or 
their forbears, came from the § rural) 
counties of Georgia, or the country 6ec- 


tions of other soutihern states: and that 
our country cousins would not naturally 
Wish us disfranohised even if The Atlan-d 
ta Constitution or the constitution of 
the gtate would have: {t so? 

Do you believe that it fs Anglo-Saxon 
or American for you to advocate the 
continued. disfranchisement of white 
democrats in .the cities, while vou in- 
Stst, or have insisted, on the constitu- 
tional maintenance of negro suffrage 
all over Geonrzia?” 

Now, do you not think as a matter of 
fact, that your talk about the state 
democratic executive committee having 
repealed a ‘constitutional principle” is 
silly? For do you not know, first, that 
the aforesaid democratic executive com- 
mittee cannot repeal anything that is 
really constitutional; and, second, that 
not even the legislature, a constitu- 
tional convention, or the people theme.

“It is a thankless job, at hest. behind the 
piate, and I notice that fewer catchers are 
breaking into the game than there were a few 
years back,’’ says Harry Bemis, the Cleve- 
land catcher. ‘‘The youngsters would rather 
be pitchers, infielders or outfielders.
